test plant was previously reported. The information that jet engines were 
continually being tested after about mid-June 1945 would indicate some sort 

of quantity production anc this agrees with previous reports. The data on the 
flying activities in “himki, sarticularly the testing of JATO units confirns 
information previcusly known, however, it has not been reported before that the 
four-encine plane returned after one or two hours without parasite fighter. The 
test field or landing strip of this parasite therefore seers to be in the 
vicinity of Voscor This assumption is supported by similar observations nade
